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Maidstone. Maidstone has been considered by many 
Dickens students to be the original Muggleton. The 
old town and its environs were very dear to the heart 
of the great writer. “ I have discovered (he wrote im856) 
that the seven miles between Maidstone and Rochester is 
one of the most beautiful walks in England.” The tower 
seen is that of the parish church, one of the largest in 
England. 
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
